A  changing  role 

Although  written  from  Canada,  the  remarks  of  Dr  Alan 
Klass  in  his  Penguin  paperback  published  this  week 
(p152)  are  almost  completely  true  of  pharmacy  in 
Britain.  Basically,  he  argues  that  society  undervalues 
the  pharmacist's  role  in  protecting  the  consumer  and 
the  physician  from  the  excesses  of  the  over-the-counter 
and  prescription  medicines  industry.  He  maintains  that 
the  "dispensing  function"  no  longer  warrants  four  years 
of  academic  training  and  that  courses  should  be  altered 
to  bring  the  pharmacist's  training  into  line  with  his 
potential.  The  changes,  says  Dr  Klass,  must  come  from 
within  the  profession. 

Pharmacists  would  applaud  any  view  that  furthers  the 
cause  of  greater  recognition  of  their  professional 
capacity,  but  Dr  Klass  perhaps  goes  too  far  in  assuming 
mat  "so  long  as  creating  and  satisfying  the  wants  of 
more  and  more  consumers  continues  to  be  their  source 
of  prosperity"  they  will  be  destroyed  professionally. 

While  many  pharmacists  enjoy  the  cut  and  thrust  of 
commerce,  others  would  welcome  the  opportunity  to 
operate  dispensary  cum  OTC  medicines  cum  advice 
shops — but  are  they  a  practical  proposition  unless  sited 
close  to  or  inside  health  centres  or  group  practice 
premises? 

Dr  Klass  himself  admits  of  the  pharmacist  as  the  first 
person  of  contact  for  many  patients — "he  is  convenient, 
he  is  a  professional  and  one  does  not  have  to  make  a 
prior  appointment  and  wait."  Although  some  may  regret 
the  fact,  it  is  commerce  that  upholds  pharmacy 
distribution  in  at  least  a  semblance  of  "convenience", 
and  the  "customer  traffic"  it  creates  gives  the 
pharmacist  the  opportunity  to  act  as  consultant  to  the 
customer. 

'Experts' 

A  medical  practitioner,  writing  in  defence  of  the  BMA 
opposition  to  a  barbiturates  ban  in  The  Guardian  on 
Tuesday,  expresses  greater  concern  that  "anyone, 
however  unstable,  can  obtain  limitless  supplies  of 
equally  dangerous  drugs  from  such  pharmaceutical 
experts  as  tobacconists,  publicans  and  those  grocers 
who  sell  pain-killers."  How  much  more  would  those 
"experts"  sell  with  access  to  pharmacies  even  more 
restricted  than  it  is  today?  For,  let  there  be  no  mistake, 
many  fewer  pharmacies  must  result  unless  society  is 
prepared  to  pay  a  great  deal  more  than  at  present  for  a 
"pure"  service. 

On  training,  we  support  Dr  Klass  in  that  there  could 
be  improvement  in  the  undergraduate  courses  to  add  to 
the  pharmacist's  clinical  expertise,  for  example.  But  the 
pharmacist  must  not  become  a  specialist,  for  in  the 
breadth  of  his  knowledge,  easily  available  to  the  public, 
lies  the  strength  of  the  profession. 

If  there  is  to  be  new  specialisation  for  the  roles  of 
adviser  to  doctor  and  patient,  let  it  be  in  the  "general" 
practice  area — the  need  in  pharmacy  is  just  as  great  as 
in  medicine  where  that  very  cry  is  heard. 
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Pharmacists'  potential 
'not  recognised' 


As  long  as  pharmacists'  source  of  pros- 
perity continues  to  be  creating  and 
satisfying  the  wants  of  more  and  more 
consumers  they  will  flourish  as  entre- 
preneurs— "but  as  professionals  they  will 
be  destroyed."' 

That  opinion  is  expressed  by  Dr  Alan 
Klass,  a  Russian-born  Canadian  surgeon 
who  received  part  of  his  medical  training 
in  Britain,  in  a  new  Penguin  special  pub- 
lished this  week.  The  main  theme  of  the 
book — There's  Gold  in  Them  Thar  Pills 
— is  that  too  many  people  are  taking  too 
many  drugs  and  that  too  much  money  is 
being  made  out  of  them.  But  Dr  Klass 
devotes  a  separate  chapter  to  '"the  plight 
of  the  pharmacist",  arguing  that  his  skills 
are  underutilised. 

Is  there  real  need  for  a  four-year  study 
programme  to  perform  the  dispensing 
function?  he  asks,  claiming  that  it  is  a 
massive  waste  of  educational  resources. 
However,  Dr  Klass  goes  on:  "This  is  not 
a  plea  to  abbreviate  the  training  pro- 
gramme of  the  pharmaceutical  dispenser. 
But  it  should  be  pointed  out:  in  the  train- 
ing and  knowledge  of  the  pharmacist  a 
vast  potential  of  real  value  to  our  public- 
health  system  lies  fallow." 

Course  changes 

The  writer  suggests  modifications  of  the 
pharmacy  course  in  two  areas.  "The  first 
affects  the  sale  of  over-the-counter  drugs. 
The  second  deals  with  the  development 
of  professional  advisors  towards  rational 
prescribing  (the  prescribing  of  the  right 
drug  to  the  right  patient  at  the  right  time 
and  for  the  lowest  cost)." 

OTC  medicines,  it  is  suggested,  can 
vary  between  having  potential  for  serious 
overdosage  to  inert  placebos  and  most  of 
the  advertising  related  to  them  "has  no 
basis  in  scientific  fact."  Dr  Klass  main- 
tains :  "The  main  objection  to  them  is  that 
they  extract  large  amounts  of  money  from 
consumers  who  are  in  no  position  to  make 
a  rational  judgement  regarding  their 
value.  They  continue  to  sell  and  may 
indeed  have  a  very  long  market  life, 
because  the  illnesses  for  which  they  are 
usually  used  have  a  short  natural  course. 
They  are  dis-eases  that  are  composed  of 
transient  discomforts  from  short  self- 
limited  illnesses  .  .  .  But  these  over-the- 
counter  drugs  have  an  important  function 
in.  the  health-care  system.  They  provide 
an  opportunity  for  a  large  proportion  of 
those  suffering  from  dis-eases  to  have 
early  contact  with  a  professional,  in  this 
case  a  qualified  pharmacist.  Here  is  a 
golden  opportunity  for  the  exercise  of 
clinical  triage  during  the  earliest  stage  in 
dis-ease." 

Dr  Klass  defines  "triage"  in  terms  of 
military  casualties — divided  in  the  for- 
ward medical  station  between  those  who 
cannot  be  saved,  those  demanding  immed- 


iate attention  and  those  with  minor  in- 
juries. "Although  it  is  rarely  recognised, 
the  pharmacist  acts  as  a  forward  triage 
officer  in  civilian  practice.  For  many 
patients  he  is  the  first  person  of  contact 
in  their  illness.  He  is  convenient,  he  is  a 
professional,  and  one  does  not  have  to 
make  a  prior  appointment  and  wait.  Many 
pharmacists  develop  valuable  clinical 
experience  of  real  importance  in  the 
health-delivery  system. 

"With  modification  in  course  content, 
but  without  making  the  training  pro- 
gramme any  longer,  the  pharmacist  could 
develop  into  a  qualified  triage  officer  at 
the  first  line  of  contact  with  many  patients. 
Even  without  this  specialised  training,  in 
many  instances,  he  today  serves  this  func- 
tion for  the  thousands  of  individuals  who 
ask  him  what  is  good  for  a  headache, 
stomach-ache,  cough,  sore  muscle,  and  so 
on — the  common  complaints  of  millions 
who  are  wheedled,  cajoled  and  badgered 
by  the  advertising  programmes  of  the  drug 
firm  eager  to  sell  their  particular  brand  of 
snake-oil. 

"The  pharmacist  can  use  his  knowledge, 
his  professional  integrity  and  his  advice 
to  protect  the  consumer  from  com- 
mercially motivated  blandishment.  He 
could  also  protect  the  individual  from 
more  drug  taking,  when  it  is  medical 
investigation  or  hospital  treatment  that  is 
clearly  mandatory.  In  this  respectable 
new  function  the  pharmacist  can  gain  an 
importance  in  the  health-delivery  system 
without  moving  from  his  primary  base, 
the  chemist  shop  or  the  drugstore,  and 
without  incurring  further  investment  in 
time  or  capital." 

The  second  goal  seen  by  Dr  Klass 
would  require  further  expenditure  in  post- 
graduate training  to  qualify  some  grad- 


Error  by  pharmacist  leads  to 

Special  precautions  are  being  taken  in 
the  preparation  of  kanamycin  injections 
in  Leeds  General  Infirmary's  pharmacy 
department  after  a  baby  girl  died  follow- 
ing a  wrongly  prepared  solution. 

The  inquest  iast  week  was  told  how  the 
drug  was  prepared  in  a  solution  of  potas- 
sium chloride  instead  of  sodium  chloride. 
The  two  solutions  are  now  being  stored 
in  separate  areas  of  the  pharmacy  in- 
stead of  on  adjacent  shelves  as  before, 
the  potassium  chloride  bottles  are  carrying 
additional  warning  labels  in  red  lettering 
and  all  solutions  of  kanamycin  dispensed 
in  future  will  have  to  go  through  quality 
control  procedures. 

Miss  Maire  McCarthy,  staff  pharmacist, 
told  the  inquest  that  she  made  the  mis- 
take because  she  was  in  a  hurry  as  she 
had  to  go  on  further  duty  in  the  depart- 
ment in  five  to  10  minutes.  She  realised 


uate  pharmacists  as  therapaatic  specialists, 
or  advisors  to  the  medical  practitioner  in 
initiating  or  changing  drug  treatment.  "It 
is  ludicrous  that  at  the  present  time  this 
function  is  performed  mainly  by  relatively 
untrained  company  representatives",  he 
says.  Replying  to  the  potential  criticism 
that  this  kind  of  advice  infringes  on  the 
function  of  the  doctor,  Dr  Klass  claims: 
"The  average  doctor  performs  as  a  true 
professional  up  to  the  point  of  writing  a 
prescription.  From  that  point  on  he  has 
become  so  programmed  by  commercial 
propaganda  to  sell  particular  products 
that  intervention  by  another  professional 
at  this  stage  can  only  improve  the  quality 
of  health  care." 

But  the  change  in  the  pharmacist's  role 
must  come  from  within  the  profession 
itself,  Dr  Klass  concludes.  "One  cannot 
rely  either  upon  industry  or  government 
to  initiate  and  effect  the  change  that  could 
redeem  a  profession  and  restore  it  to  its 
deserved  position  in  the  medical  health 
system." 

Arguing  his  main  case,  Dr  Klass  ques- 
tions both  the  direction  and  the  motiva- 
tion of  drug  companies'  research.  He 
maintains  that  far  too  much  money  is 
spent  on  finding  variations  on  already 
popular  and  profitable  drugs — psycho- 
tropic drugs,  cold  cures,  headache  reliev- 
ers— and  far  too  little,  with  one  or  two 
honourable  exceptions,  on  tackling  killer 
diseases  like  cancer  or  multiple  sclerosis, 
where  the  cost  in  time  and  money  is  not 
justified  by  the  profits  to  be  made.  While 
recognising  that  mood-altering  drugs  and 
cures  for  minor  ailments  have  their  place, 
he  condemns  doctors  for  prescribing  too 
much,  too  often  and  with  too  little 
thought. 

Dr  Klass  is  president  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  the  province 
of  Manitoba  and  in  1971  was  appointed 
chairman  of  a  special  commission  for  the 
Government  of  Manitoba  to  study  the 
manufacture  and  distribution  of  pharma- 
ceutical drugs.  Many  of  his  recommen- 
dations have  been  incorporated  in  an 
advanced  pharmaceutical  programme  for 
the  province.

new  safeguards 

what  might  have  happened  when  she  was 
making  another  injection  some  time  later 
and  noticed  how  close  together  the  bottles 
containing  sodium  chloride  and  potassium 
chloride  were. 

A  post-mortem  examination  originally 
found  that  the  baby  had  died  from  natural 
causes  but  the  body  was  exhumed  when 
the  coroner  decided  that  an  inquest  was 
necessary.  The  coroner  then  recorded  a 
verdict  of  accidental  death.  Cardiac  arrest 
had  followed  the  injection  but  abnor- 
malities in  the  baby  had  contributed  to 
the  death.  He  commended  Miss  McCarthy 
for  being  "very  frank". 

Mr  Colin  Hetherington,  area  pharma- 
ceutical officer,  told  the  inquest  that  the 
injection  was  made  following  normal 
pharmaceutical  practice  but  the  new 
system  would  provide  additional  safe- 
guards. 
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Fall  in  retailers'  profit 
margins  confirmed 


The  Price  Commission's  latest  quarterly 
report  has  confirmed  the  Retail  Consor- 
tium's fears  of  a  downward  trend  in 
retailers'  margins. 

The  Commission's  report  for  the  period 
March  1  -  May  31,  published  last  week 
(HM  Stationery  Office,  House  of  Com- 
mons paper  477,  £1  55),  shows  that  non- 
food retailers'  profits  in  general  slumped 
to  512  per  cent  of  reference  levels.  Mr  R. 
Weir,  director  of  the  Consortium,  com- 
menting on  the  report,  said:  "The  Price 
Commission  confirms  our  recent  submis- 
sions to  Government  that  only  by  freeing 
the  retail  industry  from  margin  controls, 
imposing  effective  curbs  on  the  costs  of 
public  utilities  and  local  authority  rate 
levels,  and  holding  down  pay  increases, 
can  retailers  remain  in  a  healthy  enough 
position  to  co-operate  with  Government 
and  try  to  stabilise  prices." 

The  Consortium  also  points  out  that 
the  Commission's  own  figures  show  that 
retailers  are  in  no  position  to  approach 
in  any  way  the  Government's  £6  limit  for 
wage  increases.  Consortium  spokesmen 
had  frequently  made  the  point,  repeated 
in  the  report,  that  more  pay  could  lead 
to  fewer  jobs.  The  Consortium  concludes 
that  unless  retailers'  margins  improve 
there  is  little  they  can  do  to  help  contain 
price  increases,  however  willing  they  may 
be  to  help  control  inflation. 

Addict  supply  arrangements 
in  Scotland  extended 

The  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Depart- 
ment have  announced  an  extension  to  the 
range  of  drugs  prescribable,  by  hospital 
doctors  treating  addicts,  on  special  forms 
for  "instalment"  dispensing  by  general 
practice  pharmacists.  The  forms — RBP(A) 
— were  first  introduced  in  1968  for  dis- 
pensing heroin,  cocaine  and  methadone 
on  such  an  "instalment"  basis.  Morphine, 
pethidine,  dextromoramide  and  dipipa- 
none  have  now  been  included  in  the 
arrangements. 

□  In  England  and  Wales  the  arrange- 
ments have  included  the  four  extra  drugs 
since  February  1. 

New  London  Group 
Secretary 

Mr  Geoffrey  Noden  MPS  has  been 
appointed  secretary  to  the  London  Group 
Pharmaceutical  Executive.  Mr  Noden 
qualified  in  1952  and,  after  periods  in 
general  practice  and  hospital  pharmacy, 
joined  Merck,  Sharp  &  Dohme  Ltd  as  a 
hospital  medical  representative  and  became 
manager  of  the  sales  and  medical  education 
department. 

On  leaving  the  company  in  1974  he 
joined    Mr    Victor    Hammond's  "pro- 


fessional" pharmacy  in  Bishop's  Stortford 
and  since  January  has  been  doing  locum 
work.  He  is  now  based  at  Addison  House, 
Fourth  Floor,  Chart  Street,  London  Nl, 
and  succeeds  Mr  E.  Weyman. 

Warning  of  'pill'  failure 
during  stomach  upsets 

Women  taking  oral  contraceptives  should 
be  given  more  warning  about  the  risks  of 
pregnancy  occurring  if  they  suffer  stomach 
upsets  while  using  the  drugs. 

This  advice  was  given  by  two  Bristol 
gynaecologists  in  last  week's  British 
Medical  Journal.  They  refer  to  eight 
women,  three  on  low-dose  and  five  using 
medium-dose  oestrogen  preparations,  who 
suffered  from  diarrhoea  with  or  without 
vomiting  and  subsequently  became  preg- 
nant. All  had  been  quite  sure  that  no 
tablets  were  missed  in  spite  of  the  illness, 
which  in  two  patients  lasted  only  for  one 
day. 

The  authors  say  that  only  one-third  of 
oral  contraceptives  carry  a  warning  that 
the  effects  may  be  lost  if  diarrhoea  or 
vomiting    occurs — Anovlar-21,  Minovlar, 


Eugynon  30.  Minovlar  ED,  Gynovlar-21, 
Ovranette  and  Minilyn.  But  they  believe 
this  advice  is  better  given  verbally,  as  half 
the  patients  studied  were  using  prepara- 
tions which  specifically  mentioned  these 
risks  on  the  instruction  leaflets. 

ACCC  secretary  attacks 
reorganised  NHS  structure 

Mr  J.  Clarke,  secretary,  Somerset  Area 
Chemist  Contractors  Committee,  has  writ- 
ten to  the  Daily  Telegraph  criticising  the 
number  of  committees  under  the  reorga- 
nised health  service. 

In  the  letter,  published  last  week,  Mr 
Clarke  stated:  "Since  the  reorganisation 
of  the  health  service,  a  bureaucratic  mush- 
room of  Hiroshima  proportions  has  en- 
veloped the  NHS  with  a  superfluity  of 
officers  and  committees  svhose  main  object 
in  life  is  the  making  of  memos  and  the 
filling  of  files.  The  vast  majority  of  both 
the  committees  and  the  officers  are  sur- 
plus to  requirement  and  their  sole  function 
is  to  ensure  that  their  sheer  weight  will 
impede  any  progress."  Mr  Clarke  went 
on  that  "such  colossal  waste"  was  even 
more  rampant  in  local  government  since 
that  was  also  reorganised.  "It  is  impos- 
sible to  see  how  we  can  hope  to  get  the 
nation  out  of  its  present  state  whilst  we 
have  so  many  superfluous  souls." 

Mr  Clarke  told  C&D  that  his  area  con- 
tractors committee  was  one  committee 
which  did  function,  but  its  work  was 
impeded  by  others.  There  were  too  many 
other  bodies  such  as  area  pharmaceutical 
committees,  and  area  and  regional 
pharmaceutical  officers,  who  were  "all 
building  empires." 


A  novel  idea  in  shop  fronts

The  shop- 
fitting  was  by  James  F. 
McCue  Ltd,  Belfast 
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Vets  'should  be  less  reliant 
on  medicines  sales' 


Veterinary  surgeons  in  farm  practice 
should  make  adequate  charges  for  pro- 
fessional skill  rather  than  rely  on  high 
sales  of  veterinary  medicines,  suggests  a 
report  published  on  Tuesday. 

The  report — produced  by  an  official 
Committee  of  Inquiry  into  the  Veterinary 
Profession,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Sir 
Michael  Swann — states:  "We  are  con- 
cerned at  the  extent  to  which  survival  in 
farm  practice  appears  to  have  depended 
on  sales  of  veterinary  medicines.  We  take 
into  account  that  the  prescription  of 
medicines  is  an  exercise  of  professional 
skill,  and  we  do  not  question  that  the 
supply  of  medicines  also  is  a  legitimate 
part  of  veterinary  practice  although  we 
understand  that  in  some  EEC  countries 
the  right  of  pharmacy  is  not  extended  to 
veterinarians.  It  seems  to  us  that  the  pro- 
fession in  this  country  has  hesitated  to 
make  adequate  charges  for  the  exercise  of 
professional  skill  as  such." 

The  same  chapter — dealing  with  the 
economics  of  practice — states  that  the 
value  of  medicines  purchased  by  veteri- 
nary practices  was  found  by  a  survey  last 
year  to  represent  on  average  28  per  cent 
of  turnover.  Commenting  on  this,  the 
report  states  that  in  mixed  practice  (large 
and  small  animals),  if  a  profit  of  25  per 
cent  on  medicines  is  assumed,  the  average 
profit  would  be  £1,015 — 22  6  per  cent  of 
net  profit.  In  large  animal  practice  on  the 
same  basis  it  would  be  £1,465  or  34  5  per 
cent  of  net  profit. 

'Supply  is  part  of  practice' 

The  Society  of  Practising  Veterinary 
Surgeons,  who  published  the  survey,  had 
described  the  prescribing  and  supplying 
of  medicines  as  an  integral  part  of 
veterinary  practice  in  this  country.  How- 
ever, they  quoted  to  the  Committee  a 
statement  made  by  them  in  1959  to  the 
effect  that  practising  veterinary  surgeons 
should  earn  their  living  by  fees  for  pro- 
fessional skill  and  advice  and  not  from 
retail  pharmacy. 

The  report  states  that  there  are  at 
present  270  veterinarians  employed  in 
commercial  posts.  The  British  Veterinary 
Association  had  suggested  that  the  num- 
ber required  for  work  in  the  biological, 
pharmaceutical,  feed-additive  and  feeding- 
stuffs  sphere  could  reach  500  in  the  next 
20  years.  However,  the  Association  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  told  the 
Committee  that  in  its  view  and  that  of 
representatives  of  companies  concerned 
with  the  manufacture  of  veterinary  pro- 
ducts, some  increase  is  to  be  expected  but 
its  scale  is  impossible  to  predict. 

The  Committee  consider  that  veteri- 
narians are  capable  of  making  a  much 
greater  contribution  than  at  present  to 
multi-disciplinary  research  in  human 
medicine,  comparative  medicine  and  com- 


parative biology.  Other  points  from  the 
report  include: 

□  The  Committee  recommends  that  active 
steps  should  be  taken  by  the  UK  Agri- 
culture Departments  to  promote  further 
development  of  preventive  medicines  on 
the  farm.  To  give  veterinarians  more  time 
for  such  preventive  medicine,  it  recom- 
mends the  training  of  lay  personnel  to 
carry  out  straightforward  routine  tasks. 

□  The  profession  should  regard  as  nor- 
mal arrangements  in  all  large  centres  of 
population  to  allow  a  24  hour  veterinary 
service  to  be  provided  on  a  rota  basis. 

□  The  Committee  endorses  the  Royal 
College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  long  term 
objective  to  establish  a  specialist  register 
and  recommends  legislation  to  enable  the 
RCVS  to  establish  such  a  register  includ- 
ing power  to  add  and  to  remove  names. 
The  Committee  of  Inquiry  into  the 
Veterinary  Profession,  HM  Stationery 
Office,  Command  6143.  Volume  I:  Report 
(£2-60),  Volume  II:  Appendices  to  Report 
(£1-15). 

'Desperate  for  drugs' 
raider  jailed 

A  man  was  jailed  for  five  years  at  the 
Old  Bailey  last  week  after  admitting 
demanding  drugs  with  menaces  from  an 
Epsom  chemist's  shop. 

Mr  P.  Levy,  prosecuting,  said  the  man, 
Mr.  M.  Lightfoot,  22,  of  no  fixed  address 
was  desperate  for  drugs  when  he  went  to 
Cross  and  Herberts,  High  Street,  Epsom, 
with  a  smashed  milk  bottle.  He  held  the 
jagged  glass  near  chemist  Mr  C.  Tooze's 


face  and  demanded:  "Give  me  the  drugs 
or  your  wife  will  not  recognise  you 
tonight."  Then  he  went  to  the  dispensary 
snatched  some  barbiturates  and  swallowed 
them  before  police  were  called. 

Mr  Levy  told  Mr  Justice  O'Connor  that 
only  the  day  before  Lightfoot  was  taken 
to  hospital  and  treated  for  a  drugs  over- 
dose. But  he  discharged  himself  and  was 
"quite  clearly  desperate  for  drugs,"  he 
said. 

Irish  contractors  fail  to 
agree  with  Minister  onGMS 

No  agreement  was  reported  to  have  been 
made  at  a  meeting  on  Tuesday  evening 
between  representatives  of  the  Irish  Pharm- 
aceutical Union  and  the  Irish  Minister  for 
Health  over  the  General  Medical  Services 
remuneration  to  chemists.  The  meeting 
followed  publication  of  the  Review  Body 
report  (last  week,  pi 09).  The  Contractors 
Committee  were  due  to  meet  on  Wednes- 
day, after  C&D  went  to  press,  and  the 
Union's  Executive  was  to  meet  on 
Thursday. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Irish  Minister 
for  Health  has  offered  a  35p  dispensing 
fee  and  6p  allowance  per  prescription  dis- 
pensed under  the  GMS — a  total  of  41  p 
per  prescription,  compared  with  the  Review 
Body's  recommendation  of  52p.  The  offer 
is  to  be  discussed  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Committee  and  the  Executive. 

In  a  separate  meeting  with  the  Minister 
on  Tuesday,  representatives  of  the  Pharm- 
aceutical Society  of  Ireland  discussed  the 
future  of  pharmaceutical  education  in  the 
country.  More  information  is  to  be 
supplied  to  the  Minister  with  a  view  to 
further  discussions  in  the  autumn. 

Chartered  chemists 

The  Queen  has  approved  the  grant  of  a 
Supplemental  Charter  to  the  Royal 
Institute  of  Chemistry,  which  will  provide 
for  the  Institute's  19,000  Fellows  and 
Members  to  be  known  as  Chartered 
Chemists. 


Continued  upswing  in  cosmetics  and  toiletries 


Despite  the  economic  climate,  sales  of 
cosmetics  and  toiletries  have  continued 
to  increase  and  in  some  categories  there 
is  a  definite  upswing,  according  to  two 
reports  just  published. 

Market  Intelligence  report  on  Cosmetic 
and  Toiletry  Preparations  1974,  published 
by  Communications  &  Marketing  Partner- 
ship Ltd,  252  Strand,  London  WC2,  bases 
its  research  on  the  Department  of  Trade 
and  Industry  toilet  preparations  Business 
Monitor  and  covers  six  categories — fra- 
grances, makeup  items,  skin  care,  men's 
toiletries,  hair  care,  and  denture  and 
dental  preparations. 

The  report  shows  the  biggest  single 
category  in  value  terms  to  be  fragrances, 
representing  21  per  cent  of  the  total 
and  estimated  worth  £57|m  in  1974. 

Biggest  growth  was  in  the  makeup 
category — 17  per  cent — in  which  eye 
makeup  increased  by  27  per  cent  with  eye 
shadows  and  mascara  showing  a  massive 
30  per  cent  increase.  Other  growth  areas 


were  skin  care  (28|  per  cent)  and  hair 
care  (21  per  cent) — the  section  to  show 
the  largest  increase  being  hair  conditioners 
— 43|  per  cent. 

The  Cosmetics  and  Toiletries  survey  by 
IPC  Magazines  Ltd,  15  Long  Acre, 
London  WC2,  covers  the  period  up  to  June 
1975  and  indicates  that  the  growth  trends 
made  evident  in  1974  continue  into  1975. 

When  taking  eye  makeup,  the  survey 
shows  that  the  use  of  eye  shadows  has 
levelled  out  and  that  mascaras  have 
taken  over  as  the  growth  area.  The  brand 
showing  a  marked  increase  is  Maybelline 
moving  from  seventh  piace  in  1973  to 
fifth  place  in  1975  with  brand  share 
increasing  by  100  per  cent  over  1973. 

The  skin  care  section  also  continues  its 
upward  trend,  more  noticeably  in  the 
skin  nourishers  section  with  Oil  of  Ulay 
increasing  its  share  as  brand  leader  in  the 
market.  The  survey  also  reaffirms  the 
trend  towards  an  increase  in  use  of 
hair  conditioners.

Revised  rates  have  been  approved  for  the 
domiciliary  oxygen  service  in  Scotland 
effective  April  1,  1975.  The  new  allow- 
ances are: 

For  delivery  of  a  set  and  cylinders  or 
of  a  replacement  set,  per  return  journey: 
£185  up  to  and  including  5  miles  each 
way;  £3  39  for  5-10  miles;  £4  95  for  10-15 
miles;  £650  for  15-20  miles;  and  £0  32 
per  return  mile  for  higher  mileage. 
For  delivery  of  cylinders  (when  not  in  con- 
junction with  a  set);  collection  of  a  set 
and  cylinders  at  end  of  treatment, 
second  journey  to  collect  a  set  and 
cylinders  at  end  of  treatment  when  the 
first  journey  was  ineffective,  per  return 
journey:  £0  92  up  to  and  including  5 
miles  each  way;  £2  39  for  5-10  miles; 
£3  95  for  10-15  miles;  £5  50  for  15-20 
miles;  £028  per  return  mile  for  higher 
mileages. 


News  in  brief 

□  The  premises  of  R.  Lowther  &  Son, 
432  Halliwell  Road,  Bolton,  Lanes  were 
raided  recently.  Mr  G.  Lowther  reports 
several  books  stolen  including  Chemist  & 
Druggist  Directory  1975. 

□  Atenolol  (ICI  66082),  a  new  cardio- 
selective  beta-blocking  drug,  significantly 
reduced  the  number  of  angina  attacks  in 
a  trial  of  11  patients  reported  in  last 
week's  British  Medical  Journal. 

□  Work  is  just  beginning  on  a  £250,000 
health  centre  at  Shipley,  Yorkshire,  and 
the  Yorkshire  Regional  Health  Authority 
hopes  to  make  a  start  on  a  further  10 
centres  costing  £1,780,000  in  the  current 
financial  year. 

□  From  July  22,  the  income  levels  below 
which  people  qualify  for  family  income 
supplement  went  up  from  £25  to  £31  for 
a  one-child  family  plus  £3  50  for  each 
additional  child.  These  families  are 
exempt  from  prescription  charges. 

□  A  new  non-contributory  invalidity 
pension  of  £7  90  a  week  will  be  available 
from  November  20  for  severely  disabled 
or  chronically  sick  people  who  have  been 
unable  to  make  sufficient  contributions 
for  a  contributory  benefit.  Further  infor- 
mation is  in  leaflet  NI 210  from  social 
security  officers. 

□  The  British  Medical  Association's  Gen- 
eral Medical  Services  Committee  is  hoping 
to  discuss  the  recent  anti-inflation  White 
Paper  {C&D,  July  19,  p91)  with  the 
Department  of  Health.  They  feel  that  pro- 
posed cuts  in  NHS  expenditure  will  result 
in  greater  work  loads  for  family  doctors 
who  will  be  unable  to  receive  additional 
remuneration  under  the  White  Paper's 
proposals. 

□  A  working  party  has  been  set  up  by 
the  Government  Health  Departments  to 
establish  the  scientific  criteria  by  which 
contact  lens  fluids  may  be  assessed  when 
they  are  brought  under  control.  The 
working  party,  chaired  by  Mr  J.  R. 
Hudson,  adviser  in  ophthalmology  to  the 
Department  of  Health,  is  considering  the 
pharmaceutical,  microbiological  and  toxic- 
ological  aspects  in  detail. 


Topical  reflections

Dental  care 

Your  very  informative  issue  on  the  subject  of  dental  hygiene  provides  ample 
evidence  of  the  extent  of  new  theories  and  new  products  while  confirming 
that  the  fundamentals  of  brushing  with  a  pleasant  agent  remain  unaltered.  In 
my  early  days  in  pharmacy,  camphorated  chalk  was  probably  the 
preparation  in  greatest  demand.  It  had  a  pleasing  aroma  suggestive  of 
cleanliness,  though  my  recollection  is  that,  unlike  some  more  recent 
products,  it  was  not  flavoured  with  banana  or  strawberry.  Tooth  powders, 
made  in  the  pharmacy,  were  the  "brand-leaders"  and  unquestionably  were 
in  the  top  ten,  at  a  time  when  the  name  Beecham  meant  pills  or  grand  opera. 

And  there  was  almost  as  large  a  choice  as  there  is  today.  A  refinement  on 
the  camphorated  chalk  theme  was  one  described  as  "camphorated  myrrh" 
containing — and  the  formula  provides  some  indication  of  the  demand — 
16lbs  of  precipitated  chalk,  4lbs  of  camphor,  4lbs  of  ossis  sepia,  11b  of 
myrrh  gum,  4flbs  of  iridis  root,  a  little  colouring  matter  in  the  form  of 
Armenian  bole,  the  whole  flavoured  with  half-an-ounce  of  each  of  the  oils  of 
cassia,  clove  and  lemon.  (Armenian  bole  was  in  considerable  demand  about 
that  time,  the  local  butcher  finding  that  its  presence  made  his  sausages  look 
more  healthy).  Then  there  was  a  roseate  dentifrice,  based  on  chalk,  ossis 
sepia,  and  magnesia.  That  particular  formula  dated  from  the  1890's,  so  that 
magnesia  had  a  long  history  in  dental  preparations.  Yet  another  contained 
quinine  and  myrrh.  I  cannot  recall  any  demand  for  that  particular  product, 
yet  I  can  appreciate  the  merit  of  it.  The  user  was  unlikely,  for  the  next  hour 
or  two,  to  wonder  if  he  had  remembered  to  clean  his  teeth  before 
leaving  home. 


Otto  of  rose 

One  formula  which,  fortunately  for  the  sanity  of  apprentices,  was  modified, 
produced  the  best  part  of  one  hundredweight  of  toothpaste.  It  was 
composed  of  potassium  carbonate,  alum,  cream  of  tartar,  iridis  and  chalk. 
It  was  sweetened  with  sugar  and  flavoured  with  lemon,  clove,  bergamot  and 
lavender,  and  the  whole  was  made  into  a  paste  with  glycerin.  An  added 
refinement  was  one  ounce  of  otto  of  rose.  (Anyone  contemplating  the 
manufacture  of  that  particular  powder  might,  with  advantage,  consult  your 
Markets  Editor  on  the  subject  of  the  price  of  otto  of  rose.  He  would,  in  his 
obliging  way,  pick  it  up  in  Bulgaria  on  his  way  home  from  Sarawak.) 

Teething  troubles 

A  page  in  your  supplement  headed  "teething  troubles "  referred  in  fact,  to 
teeth,  and  not  to  the  sad  tales  of  the  recalcitrance  of  the  computer.  The  latest 
example  of  that  comes  in  two  letters  received  from  Parke  Davis  concerning 
the  erratic  results  produced  because  of  a  basic  programme  fault  which  has 
resulted  in  what  is  described  as  a  series  of  paperwork  anomalies.  A  letter  of 
apology  has  been  received  from  the  general  manager  who,  over  the  past  few 
months,  must  have  felt  kinship  with  the  Sorcerer's  Apprentice. 

The  only  consolation  I  can  offer  him  is  that  he  is  by  no  means  alone  in 
his  troubles,  for  ungovernable  computers  in  many  places  are  (or  should  be) 
in  the  hands  of  distraught  programmers  who  are  (or  should  be)  working 
round  the  clock  to  identify  and  solve  the  faults.  I  know  nothing  of  the 
workings  of  the  computer,  which  I  had  been  conditioned  to  regard  as 
omnipotent.  But  there  is  one  thing  it  cannot  do,  and  that  is  to  apologise  for 
its  shortcomings.  It  has  been  left  to  the  writer  of  the  letters  to  offer  apologies 
on  its  behalf,  and  I  hope  it  feels  ashamed  and  duly  chastened.  If  it  is  able 
to  blush,  it  now  has  the  opportunity. 
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Supply  of  new  digoxin  iabiets 

Arthur  H.  Cox  &  Co  Ltd,  93  Lewes  Road, 
Brighton  BN2  3QJ,  expect  that  their  en- 
tire production  of  digoxin  tablets  will  be 
to  the  new  standard  (C&D,  last  week, 
pi 05)  from  the  middle  of  September. 

As  tablets  to  the  old  specification  will 
still  be  dispensed  until  September  30,  the 
company  will  continue  to  supply  these 
original  tablets  until  the  end  of  August — 
after  which  only  the  new  tablets  will  be 
supplied.  They  emphasise  that  because  of 
the  necessary  uncertainly  of  this  timing, 
they  cannot  give  credit  for  old  tablets 
returned. 

Procaine  penicillin  injection 

Brocades  (GB)  Ltd,  Brocades  House, 
Pyrford  Road,  West  Byfleet,  Weybridge, 
Surrey  KT14  6RA,  say  that  procaine  peni- 
cillin injection  is  now  available  again  in 
the  UK.

revolution  to 
modern  innovation

From  lowly  beginnings  over  a  century 
and  a  quarter  ago,  May  &  Baker's  present 
position  in  the  world  chemical  field  has 
been  achieved  by  virtue  of  their  inventive- 
ness in  research,  their  adherence  to 
exacting  standards  of  quality-controlled 
production  and  their  continued  strength 
in  the  development  of  overseas  marketing 
and  overseas  manufacture. 

Today  an  organisation  of  considerable 
size  and  international  repute.  May  & 
Baker  Ltd  originated  in  the  rudimentary 
days  of  chemistry  and  the  industrial  revo- 
lution. From  an  association  of  two  men 
who  gave  their  names  to  the  company 
and  founded  the  first  Thameside  factory, 
the  company  has  grown  into  a  research- 
based  multinational. 

John  May  was  born  in  Ipswich  in  1808. 
An  apothecary  and  lounder  member 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  he  laid  the  foundations  of  the 
present  company  when  he  went  into 
business  in  i  934  as  a  chemical  manufac- 
turer in  Battersea.  Five  years  later  he 
was  joined  by  another  apothecary, 
William  Garrad  Baker,  who  was  born  in 
Chelmsford  in  1815.  Together  they  were 
to  control  the  destiny  of  their  firm  for 
the  next  37  years,  until  John  May's 
retirement  in  1876.  May  subsequently 
died  in  1893  and  Baker  in  1903. 

£200  factory  site 

Their  first  factory  was  built  at  Garden 
Wharf,  Battersea,  on  a  £200-site  that  had 
been  part  of  Lord  Bolingbroke's  estate. 
From  there  sodium  and  potassium  cya- 
nides were  supplied  to  the  Royal  Mint 
and  shipped  in  large  quantities  to  gold 
mining  countries  such  as  South  Africa. 
Together  with  mercurials,  salts  of  bis- 
muth, camphor,  ether  and  chloroform, 
these  formed  the  bulk  of  the  plant's  out- 
put up  to  1900. 

Subsequently  progress  up  to  1914  was 
steady.  New  premises  along  the  Thames 
bank  were  acquired  at  Wandsworth,  in 
addition  to  the  existing  site.  In  1890  a 
limited  liability  company,  the  present  May 
&  Baker  Ltd,  was  formed. 

With  the  advent  of  the  first  world  war 
many  important  supplies  from  abroad 
were  cut  off.  May  &  Baker  Ltd  was  con- 
sequently asked  by  the  Government  to 
undertake  the  manufacture  of  organic 
arsenical  compounds  for  the  treatment  of 
syphilis.  Thus  began  the  company's 
serious  concern  with  the  pharmaceutical 
application  of  chemical  manufacture.  In 
1917  Dr  J.  A.  Ewins  joined  to  aid  in 
this  work,  and  later  was  appointed  their 
first  director  of  research. 

The  immediate  post-war  years  saw 
rapid  development.  Research  was  directed 
towards  antibacterial  and  antiprotozoal 
substances,  especially  those  likely  to  be  of 
use  in  ;he  treatment  of  tropical  diseases. 


Their  interests  broadened  elsewhere,  not- 
ably in  the  photographic  and  x-ray  fields. 
By  the  1930s  continued  expansion  had 
made  it  necessary  for  May  &  Baker  to 
acquire  a  larger  site.  In  1934,  just  100 
years  after  May  began  manufacturing  in 
Battersea,  the  company  took  up  perma- 
nent residence  on  the  64  acres  of  Stock- 
dale  Farm,  Dagenham,  Essex — which 
remains  to  this  day  the  headquarters  for 
the  May  &  Baker  group  of  companies. 

These  years  brought  a  period  of  expan- 
sion overseas  as  well  as  at  home.  In 
1928  the  first  branch  office  had  been 
established  in  Calcutta  and  the  expansion 
of  business  led  rapidly  to  the  formation 
of  branches  elsewhere  in  India.  Packaging 
operations  began  in  1938  and  processing 
only  two  years  later.  The  second  overseas 
extension  was  in  Canada  where  a  branch 
was  incorporated  in  1929.  South  Africa, 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  have  seen  a 
similar  pattern  of  development  from  small 
sales  offices  to  the  establishment  of  over- 
seas companies  backed  by  the  resources  of 
modern  factories. 

It  is  to  this  epoch  in  May  &  Baker's 
history  that  the  "sulphonamide  story" 
belongs.  In  1936,  work  commenced  on 
the  sulphonamide  group  of  compounds — 
following  German  and  French  work  in 
this  field.  Sulphapyridine,  the  693rd  com- 
pound synthesised  in  the  M&B  research 
laboratories,  was  made  in  November 
1937.  Laboratory  tests  showed  the  sub- 
stance to  be  active  against  pneumococci, 
staphylococci,   streptococci,  meningococci 


and  gonococci.  M&B  693,  as  the  product 
came  to  be  known,  was  the  first  fully 
effective  chemotherapeutic  agent  and  its 
discovery  resulted  in  a  dramatic  fall  in 
the  death  rate  due  to  pneumonia.  It  was 
this  compound  which  Winston  Churchill 
declared  saved  him  from  a  serious  attack 
of  pneumonia  in  1943. 

Later,  better  tolerated  sulphonamides 
were  introduced  and  these  included 
sulphathiazole  (M&B  760)  in  1938.  The 
dramatic  timing  of  this  discovery  (only 
one  year  before  the  outbreak  of  war) 
needs  little  emphasis  when  it  is  remem- 
bered that  penicillin  did  not  become 
available  on  a  commercial  scale  until  the 
late  1940s. 

During  the  second  world  war  the 
chemical  industry  as  a  whole  had  to  in- 
crease production  and  was  again  called 
on  to  make  certain  preparations  no  longer 
available  from  overseas.  It  is  interesting 
to  recall  that  at  this  time  every  aircraft 
of  the  Royal  Air  Force  carried  a  fire 
extinguisher  filled  with  methyl  bromide, 
of  May  &  Baker's  manufacture. 

The  war  further  stimulated  research 
effort  which  was  intensified  and  diversi- 
fied. Medical  products  came  to  constitute 
only  one  group  amongst  the  ten  different 
product  areas  of  M&B  chemicals.  In- 
creased production  necessitated  the  expan- 
sion of  manufacturing  facilities,  and  in 
1957  the  Norwich  factory  was  opened  on 
a  180-acre  site.  It  was  here  that  the 
ammonium  thiosulphate  range  of  rapid 
photographic  fixers  was  developed.  In  fact 
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one  in  five  of  the  chemical  products  now 
manufactured  at  Norwich  had  not  been 
invented  when  the  plant  first  opened. 

At  On  gar,  18  miles  from  Dagenham 
the  company  has  a  25-acre  site  where  a 
modern  experimental  unit  has  been  set 
up  with  facilities  for  work  on  agricultural, 
horticultural  and  veterinary  products. 

Queen's  Awards 

In  the  agrochemical  field  May  &  Baker 
have  twice  received  Queen"s  Awards  to 
Industry  for  technological  innovation. 
The  first  honour  in  1969  recognised  the 
outstanding  achievement  of  the  company 
in  the  invention  of  two  related  weed- 
killers, bromoxynil  and  ioxynil,  developed 
to  control  a  wide  range  of  weeds  of 
economic  importance  in  cereals,  linseed 
and  sugar  cane.  The  second  in  1974,  was 
for  Asulox,  in  recognition  of  its  impor- 
tance in  the  control  of,  among  others, 
docks,  bracken  and  weeds  in  sugar  cane. 
Shortly  after  the  second  award,  the  com- 
pany were  also  honoured  by  a  Royal 
V/arrant  of  Appointment  as  manufac- 
turers of  herbicides  to  the  Queen. 

To  pharmacists,  however,  May  &  Baker 
are  perhaps  best  known  for  medical 
products  which  are  used  throughout  the 
world,  and  the  company  has  done  much 
to  further  medical  progress  in  the  last 
30  years.  After  spending  some  40  years 
researching  in  the  field  of  rheumatism 
and  arthritis,  the  company  recently  intro- 
duced a  new  anti-rheumatic  drug  Orudis 
(ketoprofen),  which  has  already  been 
widely  accepted  as  an  effective  and  well 
tolerated  anti-inflammatory  and  analgesic 
product.    In    April    of    this    year  they 


launched  Sectral  (acebutolol),  a  new 
cardioselective  beta-blocker  for  the 
management  of  angina  and  the  control  of 
tachyarrhythmias.  This  product  continues 
the  company's  long-standing  research 
in  the  cardiovascular  field  (hexamethon- 
ium,  pempidine,  etc,  in  the  1950's). 

Recent  reorganisation  at  Dagenham  has 
defined  May  &  Baker's  three  areas  of 
operation  as  pharmaceutical,  agrochemical 
and  fine  chemical  and  plastic — included  in 
the  latter  are  photographic  products  and 
chemicals,  laboratory  and  industrial 
chemicals,  aromatics  and  plastics. 

The  company  became  part  of  the 
Rhonc-Poulenc  following  the  acquisition 
of  a  substantial  holding  by  the  French 
group  in  1928.  Since  then  R-P  have 
grown  to  become  one  of  the  world's 
ten  largest  companies  in  the  chemical 
industry.  Apart  from  M&B  the  parent's 
chemical  subsidiaries  include  Soc  des 
Usines  Chemiques  Rhone-Poulenc,  Soc 
Normande  de  Produits  Chimiques  and 
Rhodia  Inc.  Companies  manufacturing 
pharmaceutical  specialities  include  Specia 
and  Theraplix. 

Overseas  sales 

Thus,  May  &  Baker  is  linked  to  every 
continent  both  by  its  own  branch  offices 
and  subsidiary  companies  and  by  its  asso- 
ciation with  other  members  of  the  R-P 
group.  About  60  per  cent  of  M&B's  total 
sales  are  now  overseas. 

The  company's  present  plans  in  over- 
seas markets  include  the  establishment  of 
a  pharmaceutical  manufacturing  company 
in  Pakistan  and,  as  mentioned  recently 
(C&D,  June  28,  p859),  the  construction 


of  a  major  pharmaceutical  manufacturing 
unit  in  Nigeria.  They  are  also  planning 
the  restructuring  of  its  Indian  manufac- 
turing and  marketing  activities  which 
represent  their  largest  operation  out- 
side the  UK.

Flutters'  +  CHXH20 

Recently  cases  marked  "Flutters,  black, 
2,500  pairs,  Made  in  Korea"  arrived  for 
treatment  at  Rentokil  Ltd's  fumigation 
division  based  at  Morocco  Street,  Ber- 
mondsey.  The  "Flutters"  turned  out  to  be 
false  eyelashes  and  joined  consignments 
of  such  diverse  items  as  spices  and  talcum 
powder  that  pass  through  the  special 
chambers  for  fumigation  with  ethylene 
oxide.  Kegs  of  senna  and  cascara  regularly 
arrive  for  treatment.

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Coming  to  terms  with 
capital  transfer  tax

As  a  member  of  the  go-it-alone  brigade 
trying  to  make  a  success  out  of  private 
enterprise  in  the  middle  of  an  economic 
crisis,  the  chances  are  that  you  have  many 
worries. 

The  chances  are  that  capital  transfer 
tax  is  not  one  of  them,  for  few  people 
yet  appreciate  the  scope  and  consequences 
of  the  new  levy,  which  replaced  estate 
duty  in  March.  The  grim  truth  is  that 
CTT  could  easily  drive  some  of  the 
nation's  403,000  shopkeepers  out  of 
business.  Contrary  to  popular  opinion, 
CTT  is  not  just  a  tax  on  the  wealthy — 
it  applies  to  anyone  worth  more  than 
£15,000.  Millions  of  ordinary  house- 
holders, as  well  as  businessmen,  will  be 
caught  in  the  net.  Estate  duty  could  be 
legally  avoided  by  giving  away  assets 
seven  years  before  dying.  CTT  is  payable 
at  the  time  you  make  gifts  during  your 
life,  as  well  as  on  your  estate  at  death. 

The  tax  is  levied  on  all  non-exempt  gifts 
of  value  made  during  a  person's  life  or  on 
death.  If  you  give  away  property  during 
your  life-time,  which  is  a  "chargeable 
transfer",  tax  is  payable  at  that  point  pro- 
vided the  total  of  all  life-time  transfers 
exceeds  £15,000. 

There  are  two  rates  of  tax  applicable. 
The  rates  for  life-time  transfer  can  be  as 
low  as  half  the  rate  applicable  on  death 
but  gradually  increase  until,  at  £300,000, 
they  are  identical  with  death  rates.  If, 
however,  a  transferee  dies  within  three 
years  of  making  a  life-time  transfer,  the 
death  rates  are  applied. 

The  most  useful  exemptions  are:  trans- 
fers between  husbands  and  wives;  trans- 
fers of  up  to  £l,000-a-year  whether  from 
income  or  capital;  transfers  of  normal  or 
habitual  expenditure  which  do  not 
diminish  the  transferor's  standard  of 
living;  and  gifts  not  exceeding  £100  in 
value  to  any  one  person  in  any  one  year. 

Clearly,  ignoring  this  tax  could  prove 


expensive — if  only  because  you  are  not 
taking  advantage  of  the  exemptions.  Of 
course,  if  you  own  a  retail  business  and 
very  little  else  there  are  limits  on  what 
you  can  give  away,  and  in  this  case,  you 
must  plan  to  come  to  terms  with  CTT.  As 
the  tax  cannot  be  avoided,  it  makes  sense 
to  provide  for  it,  and  the  most  cost- 
effective  way  is  through  life  assurance, 
with  a  sum  assured  sufficient  to  meet  the 
amount  of  likely  tax.  This  will  produce 
cash  for  your  family  to  meet  the  tax  bill 
when  you  and  your  wife  are  dead. 

Sample  case 

This  case  from  our  files  illustrates  the 
point  quite  well:  Richard  Andrews,  a  55- 
year-old  shopkeeper  and  his  wife  Mary, 
50,  have  total  assets  currently  worth 
£60,000 — most  of  which  is  tied  up  in  the 
business.  They  have  one  child,  Mark 
aged  25,  who  eventually  will  inherit  the 
shop.  The  potential  capital  transfer  tax 
liability  which  Mark  will  have  to  meet 
when  both  his  parents  are  dead  is 
£11,250.  Unless  some  provision  is  made 
now,  Mark  would  probably  have  to  sell 
the  shop  to  meet  the  tax  bill. 

Mr  Andrews  has  two  options  open  to 
him  at  this  stage.  He  can  transfer  the 
business  to  his  son  now,  so  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  lower  rate  of  tax  on  transfers 
during  one's  lifetime.  At  the  same  time, 
he  is  probably  minimising  the  tax  liability 
because  due  to  inflation  the  value  of  his 
shop  will  almost  certainly  be  worth  far 
more  than  at  the  present  by  the  time  both 
he  and  his  wife  have  died. 

This  would,  however,  mean  finding  the 
money  to  pay  the  tax  due  within  six 
months.  Mr  Andrews  does  not  have 
sufficient  capital  to  do  this  and,  although 
Mark  could  pay  the  tax  instead — over 
eight  years  due  to  a  special  business  con- 
cession— his  income  is  not  high  enough. 
Capital  gains  tax  would  also  probably  be 


payable  if  the  transfer  were  made  now, 
but  there  would  be  no  liability  on  death. 

The  second  option  is  to  hang  on  to 
the  business  and  to  fund  for  the  tax  by 
taking  out  a  £11,250  insurance  policy, 
written  in  trust  for  Mark,  payable  on  the 
death  of  the  surviving  parent. 

The  cost  of  a  Legal  and  General  policy 
would  be  £176-a-year,  or  about  £145  after 
tax  relief  at  17 j  per  cent.  So  for  less  than 
£3  a  week,  Mr  Andrews  is  able  to  ensure 
that  his  son  will  not  be  faced  with  having 
to  sell-up  the  business  that  he  worked  so 
hard  to  build-up. 

There  is,  of  course,  much  more  to  the 
tax  than  this  simple  calculation,  and  many 
readers  will  require  professional  advice. 
In  addition  to  the  family  solicitor,  accoun- 
tant or  insurance  broker,  many  banks  and 
insurance  companies  offer  an  advisory 
service  on  CTT.

Capital  Transfer  Tax 

A.  L.  Chapman,  Tolley  Publishing  Co 
Ltd,  44A  High  Street,  Croydon  CR9  1UU. 
9  X  6in.  Pp  224.  £4-25. 
The  author,  a  practising  solicitor  who  has 
written  many  articles  on  tax  matters, 
deals  with  the  controversial  capital  transfer 
tax  in  a  manner  which  should  be  equally 
helpful  to  the  layman  and  professional 
adviser  alike. 

The  text  contains  many  examples  and 
tax  planning  advice,  and  deals  in  detail 
with  the  tax  as  it  affects  partnerships, 
closed  companies,  settlements,  and  life 
assurance  policies.  Transfers  of  wealth 
within  the  family  unit  are  also  given 
detailed  treatment.  When  appropriate  the 
Inland  Revenue's  views  on  the  meaning 
of  obscure  or  ambiguous  sections  are 
given.  The  book  contains  a  table  of 
statutes,  a  table  of  cases,  and  a  compre- 
hensive index. 

People  and  Shopping 

Molly  Harrison.  Ernest  Benn  Ltd,  25  New 
Street  Square,  London  EC4A  3JA.  8Jx 
5iin,  pp144.  £2-75. 

Radical  changes  that  have  brought  British 
shopping  habits  from  the  local  markets 
of  the  Middle  Ages  to  today's  hyper- 
markets are  detailed  by  Molly  Harrison 
in  a  book  in  which  she  looks  at  the 
century-by-century  development  of  shop- 
ping with  the  help  of  many  illustrations 
and  contemporary  sources  which  help  to 
create  the  atmosphere  of  each  period. 
Among  the  references  is  a  quotation  from 
a  Chemist  and  Druggist  report  of  January 
15,  1876,  on  an  amazing  method  of 
reclaiming  butter.  It  told  of  a  trade 
circular  issued  to  reclaim  old  butter, 
which  was  put  through  a  process  sup- 
posed to  "remove  any  taste  of  tallow 
grease  and  bad  smells"  and  make  it 
re-useable  as  table  butter.  Molly  Harrison, 
who  also  wrote  "People  and  Furniture", 
was  curator  of  the  Geffrye  Museum  from 
1941  to  1970.  She  has  written  extensively 
about  social  and  domestic  life,  and  is 
currently  editor  of  a  series  of  educational 
books  for  teenagers.

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Macarthys'  sales  up 
by  a  quarter 

Macarthys  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd's  sales  for 
the  year  ending  April  30,  1975  were 
£46,139,442 — an  increase  of  25  2  per  cent 
over  the  previous  year.  The  group's  profit 
was  up  from  £1,447,133  to  £1,607,277— 
achieved  after  charging  some  £57,000  for 
costs  of  closure  of  wholesale  depots  and 
redundancy  payments,  and  £50,000  trans- 
ferred to  the  group  pension  fund.  Earn- 
ings per  share  are  given  as  8  4p.  The 
proposed  final  dividend  is  1  35p  a  share, 
making  a  total  of  3  2p  for  the  year.

EEC  accuse  Roche  of 
anti-trust  vitamin  deals 

F.  Hoffmann-La  Roche  are  being  charged 
by  the  European  Commission  of  mon- 
opoly practices  in  the  sale  of  vitamins.  It 
has  asked  the  company  to  argue  their 
defence  before  the  Commission  at  the 
end  of  September. 

The  Commission  maintain  that  Roche 
have  a  dominant  position  in  the  sale  of 
13  groups  of  vitamins  and  that  they  grant 
special  rebates  to  customers  buying  all  or 
most  of  their  vitamins  from  the  group. 

A  statement  issued  by  the  company  on 
July  24  said  the  EEC  Commission  had 
been  investigating  for  over  one  year  the 
conditions  in  the  EEC  vitamin  market.  In 
this  context  agreements  concluded  between 
Roche  in  Basle  with  international  cus- 
tomers might  not,  according  to  the  Com- 
mission, satisfy  the  EEC  competition 
rules.  "Roche  having  endeavoured  to 
operate  within  the  letter  and  the  spirit 


of  the  Community's  competition  law  and 
in  spite  of  an  unclear  legal  situation  had 
already  decided  a  while  ago  to  change 
these  agreements. 

"Nevertheless,  Roche  has  now  received 
from  the  EEC  Commission,  as  a  start  of 
the  further  procedure,  a  communication 
of  points  of  complaint  which  concern  the 
already  cancelled  agreements.  The  EEC 
Commission  in  this  context  leans,  among 
others,  on  documents  which — as  it  is  well 
known — have  been  handed  over  to  the 
Commission  through  a  former  Roche 
employee. 

"At  the  moment  Roche  is  examining 
these  points  of  complaint.  These  raise 
difficult  problems  on  the  legal  as  well  as 
on  the  economical  side.  In  spite  of  these 
difficulties  Roche  is  confident  of  the  out- 
come of  the  case." 

Mr  A.  Borschette,  commissioner  in 
charge  of  competition  policy,  was 
reported  as  saying  last  week  that  whether 
the  agreements  were  still  in  force  or  not 
would  make  no  difference  to  the  Commis- 
sion's case.  He  agreed  that  the  case  was 
based  on  information  supplied  to  it  by 
a  former  employee  of  the  company  who 
was  detained  by  the  Swiss  authorities  at 
the  end  of  last  year  on  suspicion  of 
industrial  espionage  and  subsequently 
bailed  out  by  the  Commission. 

If  the  evidence  given  by  Roche  in 
September  fails  to  satisfy  the  Commission 
it  can  impose  a  fine  against  which  the 
company  could  appeal  to  the  European 
Courts  of  Justice  in  Luxembourg 

New  warehouse  for 
Schering  Chemicals 

A  3,600sq  metre  single-storey  warehouse 
is  under  construction  for  Schering 
Chemicals  Ltd  at  Victoria  Avenue, 
Burgess  Hill,  approximately  one  mile 
from  their  head  office.

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Concern  that  high-dose 
'pill'  is  still  prescribed 

A  suggestion  that  doctors  prescribing  high 
dose  oral  contraceptives  should  indicate 
on  the  prescription  that  such  treatment 
was  medically  necessary  has  been  rejected 
by  the  Government. 

Mr  J.  W.  Rooker  asked  the  Secretary 
for  Social  Services  if  she  was  satisfied 
that  the  recommendations  of  the  Scowen 
Committee  in  1969  and  1970 — that  only 
oral  contraceptives  containing  50mcg  or 
less  of  oestrogen  should  be  prescribed — 
were  being  carried  out;  how  many  women 
were  taking  oral  contraceptives  with  more 
than  this  amount  of  oestrogen  compared 
with  December  1969;  if  she  would  discuss 
with  the  pharmaceutical  industry  the  need 
to  make  clear  to  the  user  the  amount  of 
progestogen  and  oestrogen  in  the  various 
brands  of  oral  contraceptives;  and  if  she 
would  make  regulations  requiring  doctors 
who  prescribed  high  dose  preparations  to 
indicate  on  the  prescription  that  such 
treatment  was  medically  necessary. 

Dr  David  Owen,  Minister  for  Health, 
replied  in  a  written  Commons  answer  that 
in  1974  over  97  per  cent  of  prescriptions 
for  oral  contraceptives  on  forms  FP10 
were  for  preparations  containing  50mcg 
or  less  of  oestrogens.  It  was  for  doctors 
to  decide  when  the  use  of  a  larger  dose 
was  appropriate,  as  for  example,  in  cer- 
tain gynaecological  conditions.  He  did  not 
feel  further  restrictions  were  necessary. 

There  was  no  estimate  of  how  many 
women  were  using  oral  contraceptives  in 
1969,  but  in  1970  the  estimated  use  was 
19  per  cent  of  married  women.  A  study 
being  carried  out  this  summer  would 
provide  up-to-date  information. 

In  a  statement  to  the  Press,  Mr  Rooker 
said  his  questions  were  prompted  by  the 
revelation  in  the  July  issue  of  She  maga- 
zine that  doctors  were  still  prescribing 
nine  of  the  original  21  high  dose  "pills" 
which  in  December  1969  they  were 
advised  against. 

Safety  packs  Bills  fail 

Mrs  Knight  MP's  two  Bills  on  safety 
packaging  (last  week,  pl09)  were  not 
discussed  In  the  Commons  last  week. 
Although  down  on  the  order  paper  again 
this  week,  our  Parliamentary  correspon- 
dent says  it  is  now  certain  they  will  not 
reach  the  statute  book  in  the  current 
session.  However,  Mrs  Knight  has  said 
she  will  pursue  the  measures  again  next 
session. 

Medicated  feeds  Orders 

An  Order  published  last  week  seeks  to 
ensure  compliance  of  medicated  animal 
feedstuff's  with  an  EEC  Directive  on  the 
subject.  The  Order — the  Medicines  (Medi- 
cines Act  1968  Amendment)  Regulations 
(HM  Stationery  Office,  SI  No  1169,  6p) 


— comes  into  force  on  September  1.  It 
makes  provision  for  the  suspending, 
revoking  or  varying  a  product  licence 
where  any  provisions  of  the  licence  relat- 
ing to  the  incorporation  in  animal  feed- 
stuffs  of  medicinal  products  and  other 
substances  included  for  medicinal  pur- 
poses are  not  in  accordance  with  an  EEC 
obligation — in  particular  EEC  Directive 
70/524  on  feedingstuff  additives. 

□  Both  the  Lords  and  the  Commons  this 
week  approved  the  Medicines  (Feeding- 
stuffs  Additive)  Order  1975  which  is  in- 
tended to  correct  anomalies  in  the 
Medicines  Act  1968  to  enable  full  control 
to  be  exercised  over  the  sale,  supply,  im- 
port and  labelling  of  medicated  animal 
feedstuffs,  and  over  the  sampling  and 
analysis  of  the  feedingstuffs  for  enforce- 
ment purposes. 

Hair  dyes  and  cancer 

Mrs  Joyce  Butler  asked  the  Secretary  for 
Prices  and  Consumer  Protection  if  she 
would  introduce  regulations  to  ensure  that 
all  permanent  and  semi-permanent  hair 
dyes  containing  aromatic  amines  were  "so 
labelled".  Mr  Alan  Williams,  Minister  of 
State,  replied  that  studies  being  carried 
out  in  the  United  States  and  the  UK  have 
shown  mutagenic  effects  in  some  hair 
dyes  but  long-term  American  tests  on 
animals  had  not  so  far  produced  evi- 
dence that  the  dyes  subjected  to  muta- 
genicity testing  produced  cancer.  Further 
studies  were  being  carried  out.  "I  am 
considering  with  the  help  of  the  Govern- 
ment's medical  advisers  whether  any 
action  is  necessary  in  the  meantime." 

Typhoid  vaccine  supplies 

Further  supplies  of  single-dose  typhoid 
vaccine  are  expected  to  be  available 
shortly,  Dr  David  Owen  told  Mr  James 
Tinn.  There  was  a  temporary  shortage,  he 
said,  but  multi-doses  of  TAB  and  TAB- 
cholera  were  available  to  general  prac- 
titioners and  hospitals  direct  from  the 
manufacturers. 

Prices  to  be  VAT  inclusive? 

Mr  Cyril  Smith  MP  asked  in  the  Com- 
mons last  week  if  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  Prices  and  Consumer  Protection 
would  introduce  legislation  to  make  VAT 
inclusive  in  marked  prices  on  merchan- 
dise. Mr  Alan  Williams,  Minister  of  State, 
Department  of  Prices  and  Consumer 
Protection,  replied  that  the  director 
general  of  the  Office  of  Fair  Trading  was 
examining  the  subject  with  a  view  to 
making  proposals  to  the  Consumer  Pro- 
tection Advisory  Committee,  and  he 
would  consider  what  action  to  take  when 
the  Committee  had  reported  to  him. 

□  Mr  Robert  Sheldon,  Financial  Secretary 
to  the  Treasury,  said  in  the  Commons  last 
week  that  he  was  not  satisfied  it  was 
desirable  at  present  to  make  changes  in 
the  legal  provision  relating  to  the  £5,000 
VAT  registration  exemption  limit.  Reply- 
ing to  a  question  from  Mr  Michael 
Latham  MP,  he  added  that  he  was  keep- 
ing the  question  under  continuous  review. 
The  exemption  limit  would  need  to  be 
raised  to  £7,500  taxable  turnover  a  year 
to  keep  it  in  line  with  the  general  level 
of  prices.

No  general  trend 

London,  July  30:  Few  price  movements 
have  been  recorded  during  the  week  and 
there  was  little  evidence  of  any  general 
upward  or  downward  direction.
